BELGIAN RELIEF SHIP 
SUNK BY SUBMARINE? 


Steamer Arriving in Holland Re- 
ports Witnessing Attack—Chair- 
man Hoover Investigating. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company from Mui- 
den, Holland, says: i 

“The steamer Pomona reports that at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning it wit- 
nessed the sinking of a British steamer 
which was flying the signals of the Bel- 
gian Relief Committee. Ten of the crew 
of the steamer were rescued by steam 
trawlers.” 

The staff of Herbert C. Hoover, Chair- 
man of the American Belgian Relief 
Commission, is investigating the report, 
but has not been able as yet to confirm 
whether one of the commission’s steam- 
ers has been sunk. 

An attack with gunfire on a neutral 
ship by a German submarine is reported 
in a dispatch from Christtania to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company. The subma- 
rine is said to have fired upon the Nor- 
wegian ship Presto, with a cargo of 
wood, last Friday. The crew was saved. 


GERMANY OFFERS PAY 
FOR NORWEGIAN SHIP 


But Denies.Responsibility for the 
Sinking, As Steamer Had No 
* [dentification Marks. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The German Gov- 
ernment has informed the Norwegian 
Government, according to a Christiania 
dispatch to Reuter’s Tclegram Company, 
that it could not recognize any respon- 
sibility for. sinking the Norwegian 
steamer Svein Jarl on July 9, as the 
steamer was not provided with any. sign 
showing that she was neutral. 

However, twelve of the crew having 
perished, and in order to show its 
friendly disposition toward Norway, 
Gerfnany agrees to make up for the 
damage done, and asks Norway to nomi- 
nate an expert who, with a German ex- 
pert, will fix the amount of damages.

NAVY LOOKS UP MEN 
ON THE RETIRED LIST 


Registers All Supernumerary Offi-

V .—As.a part 
of the program of preparedness for war, 
the Navy Department “has instituted, 
through the Bureau of Navigation, an in- 
quiry regarding the commissioned per- 
sonnel on the naval retired list to as- 
certain how many retired officers would 
be available in time of neéd either to 
take duty on warships or in navy yards 
and stations. The inquiry includes the 
retired officers of the Marine Corps as 
Well as of the navy. 

' Hereafter the Bureau of Navigation 
will keep two lists of officers available 
for duty in time of war. On one list 
will appear the names of those of the 
active list, and on the other the names 
of those ‘who have been retired. It is 
understood that this classification does 
not apply -to those officers who have 
been retired for age. The inquiry goes 
out to officers who have retired volun- 
tarily, who have been “plucked,” or 
who have been retired for some physical 
disability which might not stand in the 
way of performing some special line of 


duty required somewhere in the naval 
establishment in time of hostilities. 

The inquiry has been in progress now 
for a month, and the results are re- 
garded as very gratifying. They show 
that-several hundred officers who have 
in their time enjoyed high standing 
professionally, and have good records, 
could be expected. to return to the ser- 
vice if they were needed. The record 
of these available officers shows their 
rank, their special qualifications, their 
residence, and the nearest naval station 
cr recruiting station to which, in case 
of hostilities, they would report for 
duty. There is also kept in this.emer- 
gency register a record of the duty to 
which each officer would be assigned 
and whether he would be able to go to 
on at once if he were needed for that 

uty. 

Much of the work of classification 
is regarded as confidential, and no part 
of the register will be made public ex- 
cept the names of retired officers who 
are on the duty list. 


SWEDISH SOCIALISTS 
EXPEL PRO-GERMANS 


Co-Authors of the “War Book,’ 
Advocating Country’s Entry Into 
the War Against the Allies. 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 13, (via London, 
Tuesday, Sept. 14.)—Professor Gustave 
Steffen, Oscar Jerte, and Engve: Lars- 
sen, three prominent members of the 
Socialist Party, were expelled today from 
the party by the unanimous vote of the 
Stockholm Socialist Commune, on the 
ground that they were co-authors of the 
so-called ‘‘ War Book.”’ 

This “‘ War Book,’’ which was pub- 
lished two months ago, strongly advo- 
cated Sweden’s participation in the war 
on the side of Germany, and has been 
the most widely discussed publication in 
Sweden since the beginning of the war. 
It presented an elaborate argument 
showing that, for historical reasons, it 
was Sweden’s duty to fight against Rus- 
sia. 

Although it was known that the book 
was written by five men, the names were 
not given, and the anonymity caused 
endless speculation. The discovery that 
part of the text was the product of 
members of -the Socialist Party, which 
favors the Entente powers, has caused a 
sensation.

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PERSONALTY TAX 
ON $4.000,000,000 


City Will Raise Valuations 
Twelvefold and Make 
Swearing Off Difficult. 


MAYOR ORDERS INCREASE 


Big Business Houses Which Own 
No Real Estate Aimed at 
in New Tax Roll. 


ONLY LOW SALARIES CUT 


Officials Suggest That Mayor and 
Others Submit to a 10 Per 
Cent. Reduction Also. 


Mayor Mitchel’s announcement that 
salaries of city employes for the com- 
ing year would have to be cut in order 
to keep down the 1916 budget stirred up 
opposition yesterday in many quarters. 
On, top of this announcement the Mayor 
said yesterday that the personal tax 
valuations for next year may be in- 
creased: to more’ than’ $4,000,000,000. 

The present figure is $340,295.560, It 
is said that the tentative personal: tax 
list now nearly finished will show an 


increase of about twelve times the, pres- 
ent figure. 

The reduction of city wages and the 
boost in the personal tax assessments, 
the Mayor holds, is necessary because 
of the enormous direct State tax and 
other necessary expenditures. The 
Mayer said he did not know iust how 
much the personal tax valuations for 
1916 are to be raised, but he admitted 
it would be a considerable amount. 

‘IT know,” said the Mayor, “ that the 
Tax Department is setting about. get- 
ting all the income it can in personal 
taxes, and intends to apply the law as 
it finds it.’’ 

Tax-Dodging Difficult. 

The Mayor has taken the subject up 
with the Tax Commissioners, and he 
said that while there will be no reckless 
assessments of personal taxes, the Com- 
missioners will assess far beyond what 
has beén assessed before, and people 
-who: appear before them to swear off 
their persona] taxes will be put through 


Ce arching exam Be and will b 
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paged personal: 
assessment is the only remedy, 
though many’ large increases are to be 
made in real estate assessments in 
Brooklyn, these will be practically off- 
set by decreases in Manhattan. If the 
plan is. carried out the so-called tax 
dodgers who have sworn off their as- 
sessments in the past will have a hard 
time this coming year. 

| All single men owning $1,000 worth of 
property or more will be liable. Mar- 
ried men having less than $1,250 will be 
exempt, but all others will be taxed. 
Only personal property upon -which-a tax 
is paid elsewhere, or which can be.shown 
to be: exempt by. specific law, will be 
overlooked by the assessors. - The tax 
is to be aimed specifically at big busi- 
ness houses which have no real estate 
and which have previously been as- 
sessed very little. 

Much criticism came as the result of 
the action of the Bureau of Standards, 
of which George Tirrell is director, in 
recommending a wholesale cut in the 
salaries of city employes. The sub-com- 
mittee of the Board of Estimate con- 
tinued yesterday its examination of the 
budget estimates for 1916, and it aroused 
the ire of County Clerk William F. 
Schneider when it proposed an additional 
cut .of $14,280 in salaries, after the 
County Clerk had already made a drastic 
slash of $42,392. 

“Cut Us All,” Says Schneider. 


“‘I am perfectly willing,’’ said .Mr. 
Schneider, ‘‘ and so are all the men un- 
der me to turn back to the city during 
the coming year 10 per cent. of our sal- 
aries in order to make up,the extraordin- 
ary additional tax levy of $13,000,000 di- 
rect State tax—provided, however, that 
every person receiving a salary from the 
city or county will do the same thing. 
It is estimated that the salary budget is 
in the neighborhood of $100,000,000, of 
which $65,000,000 is mandatory. It is a 
hardship that those receiving the re- 
maining $35,000,000 whose salaries are 
not mandatory, should bear the entire 
burden of salary reduction.’’ 

Others made similar suggestions that 
if the salaries of city emptoves are to 
be cut the Mayor and other city officials 
should consent tc have their own sala- 


ries reduced, and not let the burden fall 
entirely upon the low-paid employe. 
Acting- as spokesman for thousands of 
city employes whose salaries are to be 
reduced under the present’ order, An- 
tonio "Alessandro, prominent in the 
Republican organization of the First 
Assembly District, and Chief Clerk of 
the Manhattan Board of Coroners, made 
this attack upon the Mayor: 

‘“‘If Mayor Mitche! stands for the de- 
creases in the salaries of old city em- 
ployes -he will break one of his most 
solemn campaign pledges. The argu- 
ment of the Mayor that the $13,000,000 
direct State tax will cause an increase 
in the city budget is all buncombe. That 
$13,000,0 furnished the. Mayor with a 
goog excus2 for creating a lot of fat 
jobs for highbrow social uplifters, at\the 
game time throwing hundreds of unfor- 
tunate men in the Dock Department out 
of employnient. I refer to the low-waged 
men who lost their jobs g year ago for 
reasons of ‘ efficiency and economy.’ 

“ Now, Mr. Mayor of New York, your 

ayrolis are staggering under the bur.. 
ven of salaries paid this bunch of social 
uplifters, many of,,whom are still de- 
lirious from joy over the high compensa- 
tion they receive. . These iF tlemen are 
aitruistic—absolutely unselfish. 'That be- 
ing the casc, let them. work for nothing, 
Mr.. Mayor. you went to, Plattsburg £0 
show your patriotism. Instead of re- 
ducing: salarics. of the little fellows, be- 
gin. with yourself—you get $15,000—and.

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Aeroplane. Raid Seajectaia Fear in England, 
‘Bat Zeppelin Attack Sunday Was Harmless 





LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 14.—An 
official. statement issued by the Press 
Bureau last night says: 

“‘A hostile aeroplane visited the Kent- 
ish coast this (Monday) afternoon and 
dropped some bambs, whicn resulted 
in a house being seriously damaged and 
four pérsons being injured. The aero- 
plane was, chased off by two naval 
aeroplanes.”’ 

Another Zeppelin raid was made over 
the east coast on Sunday night. There 
were no casualties. The attack is de- 
scribed in the following official state- 
ment: 

The east coast was again visited by 
hostile aircraft last night (the 12th- 
13th). Bomos were dropped, but-there 
were no Casualties, and the only dam- 
age reported is that some telegraph 


wires are down and some glass is 
broken. 


The demand is made by ‘The Globe 
for effective measures of reprisal for 
the Zeppelin raids. 

“It is useless to disguise the fact 
that nothing big or strong will be done 
unless the Government is aroused to 
action by public opinion,’’ The Globe 
says. It urges that a public meeting 
be held to force the Government’s hand, 
and calls attention to the fact that 
property valued at millions of pounds, 
owned by Germans, is now in the hands 
of a public trustee. 

‘Let the Germans realize,” The Globe 


continues, “that for every peaceful 
town in this country that is bombarded 
a dozen peaceful towns in Germany will 
be bombarded from the air. ‘Let them 
also. know that for every life lost or 
every: humble dtvelling destroyed we 
shall exdct a liberal toll from the mon- 
eys of wealthy Germans who fattened 
on our commerce and who draw their 
dividends from our people. The effect 
would be magical.’”’

Grey, the British Foreign Secretary, 
and above is a design of = Zeppelin with 
a bomb dropping from it on to Sir 
Edward's head. 

At the narrow end of the bone isa 
representation of a German flag, with 
streamers flowing from it, bearing the 
words, ‘‘A present to Sir Edward Grey, 
with the compliments of the commander 
and officers.”’ 

The bone, whicn was attached to.a 
Parachute, came safely to earth in a 
large,. open space, and was ultimately 
taken possession of by the authorities.

FIRE ABOARD SHIP 


In Laconic Message Captain 
Tells of the Peril Con- 
quered at Sea.

SUSPECT BOMB IN CARGO. 


Agent Here Tells of German Efforts 
to Cripple Trade—Asks Cap- 
tain for Details. 


News that the Fabre Line steamship 
Sant’ Anna, bound from New York to 
Marseilles with 1,764 passengers, which 
was reported on fire on Sunday night 
1,100 miles east of Halifax, was safe 
reached. New. York at 2:55 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon in a wireless message 
from Captain Pavy, the commander. 
The message was addressed to James 
Elwell & Co., the agents of the’ Fabre 
Line at 17 State Street, and was as 
follows: 


D. E, H. Jones, senior:partner of the 
firm of Elwell & Co., said that the Cap- 
-tain's message 
he assumed that the danger to the ship 
was past and all was well on board: 
He had cabled to the Agzores request- 
ing Captain Pavy to send fuller de- 
tails of the fire and what damage had 
been done to the cargo. . 

With regard to’its origin, Mr. Jones 
said that it was _possible that it had 
been started by a. bomb placed in the 
cargo when the ship was ioading at 
her pier, foot of Thirty-first Street, 
South Brooklyn. 

“There are no war munitions in her 
eargo,”’ Mr. Jones said, ‘‘ and if the fire 
on the Sant’ Anna was incendiary the 
agents of the German Government may 
be blamed, as they have tried in every 
way possible to cripple our trade. 


Cargoes Closely Watched. 


“We have done everything possible to 
prevent tampering with cargoes on the 
pier or in the hold, and a strict watch 
has been kept on bargemen since the 
six bombs were found in sugar bags 
on board the British frighter Kirkes- 
wald when she arrived a. Marseilles last 
June. Sfmnilar bombs were discovered 
on. ten or twelve other freighters, I be- 
lieve, which were under charter to the 


French Line. 

‘“‘In addition to the private detectives 
employed by us the Federal Government 
and’ the city have sent Inspectors to the 
pier in South Brookiyn to investigate 
the conditions there, because the steam- 
ships chartered by the French Line all 
loaded there. There are no Germans 
employed on the Fabre Line pier, and 
the crews of the Hamburg-American 
steamers lying up at the next pier, 
foot of Thirty-second Street, could not 
get access to the cargo.”’ a 

The fire in the hold of the Sant’ Anna 
Sept. 21, 1914, which caused the destruc- 
tion of cargo valued at $100,000, Mr. 
Jones said was caused by spontaneous 
combustion. 

The Italian liner Ancona, which is now 
escorting the Sant’ Anna to the Azores, 
sailed from New York on Sept. 8, a few 
hours later than the Sant’ Anna, and is 
bound over the same course to Medi- 
terranean ports with about 1,100 pas- 
sengers, mostly Italian reservists. The 
Sant’ Anna and the Ancona should reach 
the Azores on Thursday or Friday morn- 
ing. 
Relatives of the passengers besieged 
the office of the steamship’s agents with 
inquiries yesterday. There was great re- 
lief when Captain Pavy’s message was 
received. The Sant’ Anna has seventeen 
saloon passengers, forty-four passengers 
in -the second cabin, including fourteen 
nuns, and 1,703 in the steerage. The lat- 
ter are nearly ah Itatian reservists, 
bound for Naples. There are besides’ a 
few women and children returning to 
Italy to spend the Winter with ‘their 
relatives. 

The Santa’ Anna carried about 3,000 
tons of cargo, including 3,000 barrels of 
cotton-seed oil, tobacco, _eighty-eight 
freight. cars: in secireons, ten cases of 
cyanide of -potassium, 1,000 cases of 
paraffin; quantities of sugar, and other 
goods.

~Mayor of Constantinople Resigns.

MYTILENE, Sept. 13, (Dispatch to 
The London Times.)—signs of internal 
discord in Constantinople are multiply- 
ing. The resignation of the Sheikh: ui 
Islam is now known to have been due 
to his disapproval of the continuance of 
the: war, and this feeling is stated tax je 
shared by most of the Mussulman clergy 
in Turkey, who have always viewed with 
misgiving the irreligious tendencies of 
the Young Turks, auguring no good for 
the cause of Islam. 

It has been followed by the resignation 
of the Governor and Mayor of Constan- 
tinople, both of whom are alarmed by 
the sufferings of the popuration. 


ATHENS, Sept. 12. (via Paris, Sept. 
13.)—An American citizen of standing in 
Athens has received. advices from Con- 
stantinople, which he says are trust- 
worthy, to the effect that. the situation 
of the kish Army and Government 
is unfavorable. According ‘to this ‘in- 
formation, the position of the Turkish 
forces defending tne Dardanelles is pre- 
carious. It is said the Turkish front, 
thinned by the heavy losses which the 
fighting has entailed on both sides, is 
finding it increasingly difficult to hold 
the lines against the French and British. 

Turkey’s position at sea is described 
as disadvantageous. The former Ger- 
man cruisers Goeben and Breslau, re- 
hamed the Sultan Selim and Muduilu.

According to this information, Turkish 
affairs are under the control of a tri- 
umvirate with autocratic powers; con- 
sisting of Enver Pasha, *Minister of 
War; Taalat Bey, Minister of the In- 
terior, and Bedri Bey, Chief of Police 
of Constantinople. Dissatisfaction 
among the Moslems is reported, and it 
is said that the Sheik ul Islam was 
dismissed because he did not approve 
of measures taken against the Armeni- 
ans.

_Mr. Gompers’s confirmation, which

newspapers, called attention to the fact 
that in letters last June to Ernest Bohm 
of the New York Central Federated 
Union he intimated that agents of for- 
eign Governments had tried to corrupt 
labor leaders to cause strikes among 
léngshoremen. 

_The head of the National Federation 
of Labor also said. that if the time 
when Matthew F. Cummings, a Boston 
grocer, accused of having sought to 
enlist in the plot T. V. O’Connor, Presi- 
dent of the Longshoremen’s Union, were

CUMMINGS GIVES OUT DENIAL. 


Says He Never Met Dempsey—Dris- | 


_ coll Says He Did.

BOSTON, Sept. 18.—Persons living in 
this city who were mentioned in the 
story of a plot, conceived by Germans 
and pro-Germans, to cause a strike of 
longshoremen in the United States in 
an effort to cripple the Allies by stop- 
ping the export or munitions, contra- 
dicted eaéh other today in their state- 
ments about the matter. 

Matthew Cummings, a wholesale grocer 
and prominent Irish-American, who has 
often shown his strong anti-English 
sympathies sincé the war began, de- 
nied vehemently that he ever met Ww. P. 
Dempsey, secretary and treasurer of 
the Longshoremen’s Union, as stated, 
and also asserted that the reports of 
his connection with the alleged plot 
were false. He admitted, however, that 
he had met P. V. O’Connor, President 
of the _ International Longshoremen’s 
Union, ‘‘ several times,’’ but denied ever 
having asked him to declare a strike. 

Dennis Driscoll, an active labor leader 
here, stated that he introduced Cum- 
mings to Dempsey at the Quincy House 
at a chance meeting. 

Cummings gave out a signed state- 
ment today in reference to the asser- 
tion that as an agent of Germany he was 
active in the plan. In it he said: 

“My attention was called to a very 
sensational article wherein it was stated 
that one Matthew F. Cumimngs was 
implicated in an attempt to bring about, 
last May, a longshoremen’s strike. My 
name is not Matthew F., therefore I am 
uncertain whether I am the _ person 
mentioned or not. It is said I was in- 
troduced to one Dempsey and O’Connor, 
two officers in the Longshoremen’s 
Union, by a man by the name of Dris- 
coll, and that I said I represented Ger- 
man interests that would spend a million 
dollars .to finance. a longshoremen’s 
strike.

Says Cummings Stated Irish-Amer- 
icans Started ‘the Plot.

TOLEDO, Sept. 13-—Thomas_ Y. 
O’Connor, Presicent of the International 
Longshoremen’s*Union, who is attending 
a district meeting here, admitted to- 
night that Matthew Cummings of 
Boston, pleaded with him to bring about 
strikes among the longshoremen on the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. : 

“T .was to have $1,085,000 to pull these 
strikes,” O’Connor said. ‘‘ Cummings 
said at a New York meeting that his 
scheme was that of the United Irish 
Societies, -vorking in conjunction with 
the German societies of ‘the United 
States. I did not believe him.~ I insisted 
that before I would go through with the 
deal, I should know from where the 
money came. 

“Do you know Cummings had the 
figures of our organization down better 
than I did. We have approximately 
24,000 members in deep water unions. 
For a month’s strike at the rate of $45 
per month strike benefits it would Se. 
ure up $1,035,000. Cummings had th 
all figured out. 

‘Of course, when I got the full im- 
port of the proposal I turned my infor- 
mation over to the United States Gov- 
ernment officials. 

“I made trips to tthe Pacific Coast 
and had trouble in keeping the men in 
line at Seattle and Tacoma. The men 
in New York, Boston and other ports 
have begun to realize that the agitation 
of German sympathizers will not gain 
them anything.”’ 


PLOTTERS BUSY AT SEATTLE. 


Labor Leader Says There Is No 
Doubt German Agents Were 
at Work.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 13.—John 
Kean, who is Vice President of the In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Union here, 
said today concerning the alleged’ plot 
to tie up munitions exports:

DUMBA, TOO, MAY GO 
BACK HOME ON LEAVE 


Course Turkey Pursued in Case 
of Rustem Bey—U.S. Agents 
to Question Archibald.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—No _ reé- 
sponse has been received by this Goy- 
ernment to the request cabled last week 
to. the Government of Austria-Hungary 
that Ambassador Dumba be recalled on 
account of his connection with the plan 
to cripple munition plants in this coun- 
try.

SLOVAKS ARRAIGN 
_ DUMBA AND AUSTRIA 


Echoes of Oppression Ring in 
Bitter Editorial in New 
Yorksky Dennik. 


The Slovak newspaper, New Yorksky 
Dennik, (New York Daily,) publishes 
today an editorial on the Dumba inci- 
dent. The editorial, which sets forth 
with exceptional clearness the attitude 


of the American Slovaks toward their 
former home Government, the Austro- 
Hungarian,.is addressed-to- Dr.. Dumba 
and in part as follows: 

“The President of the United States 
has deemed fit to inform your. Govern- 
ment that you shquld be recalled. This 
act on the part of President Wilson is 
a very lenient one, considering your 
offense. Least to say, you should have 
been handed your passports, and given 
24 hours’ time to leave this country, 
for, had some one committed an act of 
su gross offense in your country, he 
would have been jailed, watched by the 
gendarmes, with sharp bayonets, and 
not permitted to see his relatives or a 
lawyer. By. this gentlemanly act of our 
President you aught to profit, for by it 
you have learn that justice is dealt 
out here even to people of your calibre. 

If your compatriots, the Ma yars, 
care to wear the badge of your stigma, 
by calling them ignorant, ti is none of 
our affairs, But we, the Slovaks, must 
strenuously object to your remark. We 
have nothing in’ common with you, 
neither with your office, nor with your 
Government. Our officials are the of- 
ficials of the United States, our laws 
are those of this country, and our home 
is no more Hurigary, where the laws 
are only for the lords and the rich, and 
where the poor man is a slave, and 
where the Slovak is persecuted ‘because 
he is a Slovak; therefore, Mr, Dumba, 
tell your Government that we, the Slo- 
vaks, are citizens of this great republic 
where we enjoy freedom, ‘justice an 
health, because we earn good wages and 
have ceased .to be slaves of the lords, 
and that we will ever pray that God 
may punish the Hungarian Government 
for the persecution of the Slovaks.”

ACTIVE IN THE WEST 


Rounding Up, Arming, and 
Drilling Reservists and Preach- 
ing “A Free. Poland.” 


ACCREDITED TO RED CROSS 


Find Some of the Poles Hostile—De-: 
troit Employers Seek to Discover 
Violations of Neutrality Laws. 


Special to The New York Times 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 18.—As a se- 
quel to the recent disclosures of Ambas- 
sador Dumba’s activities employers of 
Austro-Hungarian labor.in the thickly 
settled Delray district are investigat- 
ing, through the Corporations Auxiliary 
Company, recruiting activities, the en- 
rollment of reservists and physical ex- 
aminations undergene by residents in 
thet territory, to determine whether 
there have been violations of. the .neu- 
trality laws. . 

In_ addition to large numbers of Aus- 
tro-Hungarian reservists who reside 
there, numbers of American citizens, i 
is asserted, holders of naturalization pa- 
pers, likewise have been assembled, ex- 
amined and certified for military duty. 
The agents of the Austro-Hungarian 
Embassy ‘in these activities were Dr. 
Ernest Ludwig, Austrian .Consul in 
Cleveland, and his Vice Consul, Hans 
Polenyi. 

In other quarters facts established to- 
day were: First, the arming for mili- 
tary training, preparatory to avowed 
departure for the European battlefields, 
of a iarge number of Austrian subjects 
or former subjects in Detroit and To- 
ledo and frequent drills participated in 
by these men; second, secret propa- 
ganda caried on by two agents of the 
Austro-Hungarian Government, bearing 
safe conducts »from ex-Premier SBer- 
tholdt of Vienna, which, if not violative 
of the neutrality. laws, or the cause of 
such violations by others, are still de- 
clared to demand official action. 


Austrian Secret Agents. 


These men are Dr. Felix’ Mlynarski 
and Arthur Walenty Hausner, Austrian 
secret agents, answerable to Dr.. Dum- 
ba, and active in the work of the Polish 
Nationai Defense Committee, (Naczelny 
Komitet Narodowy,) whose Western 
headquarters are in Chicago. Dr. 
Mliynarski is known in Austria as a 
novelist of Socialistic propensities. Mr. 
Hausner was. for a time Socialist mem- 
ber of the Hungarian Parliament. He 
has been active as a propagandist in the 
cause of Austria-Hungary for nearly a 
year in the United States. During this 
time he has been in close touch with 
Dr. Dumba, with whom he has con- 
ferred. He has addressed public meet- 
ings in nearly all the large cities of tie 
United States, notably Detroit, Toledo, 
and Cleveland. Of late he has encoun- 


tered violent eppaaition from: the. Polish 
element, which he has Sougot. to enroll 
under Austro-Hungarian egiance. 
Both men have ¢ollected large sums of 
money from the Austrian and Polish 
working .classes of the Middle West for 
the purchase of arms and ammunition 
for the Polish Legion, (Legioni ;Polskie,) 
an integral. part of: the Austrian -Land- 
sturm. The amount collected was esti- 
mated today by a former adherent at 
between $35,000 and. $50,000. . 


Division Among the Poles. 


These agents in their travels haye paid 
special attention ‘to the Austro-Polish 
industrial communities. Their  senti- 
ments have not been concurred in by all 
of the Polish population ofthis district, 
numbering 220,000, and in Chicago 250,- 
000. Some of these Poles, nearly all of 
whom were born. under the Austro-Hun- 
garian flag, assert that the realization 
of the Polish national aspirations lies 
with the victory of the Russians; others 
declare that a free Poland is more pos- 
sible. with an Austro-German victory. 
The work of Miynarski and Hausner, 
therefore, has’ been. directed against the 
anti-Austrian sentiment among the Aus- 
trian Poles, few of whom have suspected 
that the agents have ‘been serving an 
other interest than that of a free Poland. 

These two men from the time of their. 
arrival in the United States have re- 
ceived their orders from Dr. Dumba. or 
his aids. They have conferred with the 
Ambassador frequently at the embassy 
in Washington and at the Hotel St. Regis 
in New York. 

Shortly after their arrival] in New 
York Dr. Mlynarski opened there an 
Austro-Hungarian press bureau, to cir- 
cularize the Polish press of the United 
States. One of his acts was -the is- 
suance of a pamphlet in Croatian en- 
titled ‘‘Do_ Broni,’’ “To Arms,’’) 
which. contained repeated inflammatory 
utterances against the Allies and in 
favor of Austria.’ 


In Touch With Dr. Dumba. 

During all this’ time, while he was 
conferring with his co-laborer, Dr. My- 
Inarski in New York, Chicago, Detroit 
and Washington, Hausner was busy 
among the Polish element of the Middle 
West with a semi-military propaganda. 
Hausner, who speaks the various: Polish 


and Croatian dialects, as well as his 
native Austrian, exhorts his hearers 
at military meetings, which have been 
held of late almost weekly in this ter- 
ritory. 

Hausner, while traveling in aid of the 
cause of a free Poland and collecting 
large sums of money from workingmen 
to help lift the yoke of the Russian in- 
vader from the neck of their oppressed 
land, had an eye to Dr. Dumba as well. 
This was made manifest at the St. Regis 
Hotel:in New York on Aug. 18 last, when 
Dr. Dumba and some friends were cele- 
brating the birthday of Emperor Francis 
Joseph. In the midst of the festivities 
a telegram to Dr. Dumba was read, in 
which Hausner saluted Dr. Dumba and 
hailed Austria as Poland@’s future ruler, 
in the following words; a translation 
from the original Polish : 

‘This aspiration will find full. expres- 
sion in the rebuilding of the Kingdom of 
Poland in connection with the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, so that it will be 
united to Austria as Hungary now 1, 
solving in this way the first step in the

NEW RAID FAR INTO BADEN

Donaueschinger and.Marbach Are 
Targets—Fierce Artillery Fire 
Continues Along Front. 


LONDON,: Sept. 12.—More _ reprisal 
raids have been carried out by French 
airmen. Tréves, the ancient city of 
Rhenish Prussia, was: attacked today 
by a squadron of nineteen aeroplanes, 
which dropped 100 shells there, hitting 
the station and the Bank -of the Em- 
pire, 
Office. bulletin tonight. 

Another squadron enetrated to 
Donaueschingen (75 miles from the 
French frontier and at the confluence 
of two rivers forming the Danube) and 
Marbach (in the: Black Forest.) 

The portion of the official report tell- 
ing of these exploits says: 

In retaliation for the recent bom- 
bardment of Lunéville and Compiégne 

by hostile aeroplanes, a squadron of 
nineteen aeroplanes flew over the 
town of Tréves this morning, drop- 
ping about’ a hundred shells. The 
station and the Bank of the Empire 
were undoubtedly reached. . 

The same squadron, after having re- 
turned to its base, in the afternoon 
dropped fifty-eight shells on the sta- 
‘ttior' at Dommary and on Baroncour. 

Other aeroplanes bombarded from 2 
low altitude the stations at Donaue- 
schingen, on the Danube, and Mar- 
bach. In one region, where the move- 
ments of troops were reported, the 
efficacy of our fire against the ob- 
jects aimed at was established, in- 
cluding a train in transit, which was 
obliged to stop. 

The reports of other operations on the 
western front indicate a continuance 
of the heavy artillery fire at many 
points, some of these being places where 
there hadq been virtually no activity of 
any consequence for weeks previous. 
The French War Office bulletin to- 
night has this to say: 

The cannonading continues on the 
Yser, as well ag to the north and to 
the south of Arras, in the sectors of 
Neuville, Roclincourt, and Vailly. 

To the north of the Oise our artil- 
lery has carried out a destructive fire 

on the organizations of the enemy 
and the works at Beuvraignes. — 

Several groups of German infantry 
have again been dispersed before An- 
drechy. 

On the canal from the Aisne to the 
Marne we have violently bombarded 

the trenches, batteries and canton- 
ments of the enemy in the environs of 
Sapigneul and Neuville, near Berry- 
au-Bac.

would not help business firms and indi- 
viduals who are trying to carry on their 
commercial trade with this.country. On 
that score the head of one of the largest 
national banks in the country said last 
evening : 

‘That would’ mean a‘ further and con- 
tinued loss in exchange. The result 
would not ‘be ‘a sudden stoppage of our 
exports other than shells and guns, but 
it would prove the beginning; and eventu- 
ally we owuld lose the last of our ex~ 
port trade.*’ 

One fact was strongly impréssed on 
all of their callers by the British and 
French Commissioners. It was that the 
foreign exchange problem as it now 
exists is America’s problem just as cer- 
tainly as it is that of Great Britain, as 
the fiscal agent of all the Allies. The 
point had been driven home earlier in 
the day by James J. Hill in a statement 
ealling attention to the interest which 
the American farmer .had in the neces- 
sity for making it possible for Europe 
to continue its purchases of wheat from 
this country. It was-developed by Lord 
Reading in a statement which. he made 
to the newspaper men last evening. Hej 
said: 

“We are not in a position to make 
a statement at the present time be- 
cause we are studying the conditions in 
New York and elsewhere in relation to 
American exchange on London and 
Paris. We have come here on a mis- 
sion of international exchange, and we 
would like it ifthe American ople 
would get away from the question of 
war munitions. 


Lord Reading on Exchange. 


““We have been seeing a considerable 
number of -persons, including many 
prominent bankers and other gentlemen 
who are interested in the stability of 
exchange.’ The one thing that has been 
very striking about it is that every one 
is agreed, as one would expect, as to 
the great importance to be attributed 
to the regulation of exchange in order 
to assure more stable conditions than 
have obtained heretofore. 

= e sudden and considerable drop in 
exchange naturally has and must dis- 
turb_ conditions and relations between 
the’ United States, Great Britain, and 
France, inasmuch as it makes it so 
difficult to see ahead what the rate of 
exchange wiil be, and, moreover, because 
it makes so material a difference in the 
price at which Americans sell goods 
and at which Englishmen and French- 
men buy them, : 

““You have in the United States a very 
large surplus of foodstuffs and other 
material you want to meg be We, on the 
other hand, want to import many of 
these things from you. Nothing is more 
difficult to the commercial man than to 
arrange a fixed price when exchange is 
as unstable as at the present time. It is 
the consensus of opinion that it is im- 
minently desirable that steps be’ taken 
by which the stability of exchange can 
be secured. We have been occupied in 
the study of conditions and in informing 
ourselyes as to the state of affairs in 
New York regarding exchange.’”’ 


Bankers Visit Commissioners. 


Private detectives guard the hallways 
of the floor on which the commission 
is housed, and no one is allowed to leave 
the elevators except by invitation.

Lord Reading dismissed as preposter- 
ous a report that’ in addition to his 
duties as Chairman of the commission 
he would take up while here questions 
of international law with the State De- 
partment. .He.said that he expected to 
have quite enough to do in straighten 
ing out the foreign exchange situation. 

‘The commission. ‘wil move downtown 
today, taking. possession of rooms in 
the Clearing House on Pine Street. None 
of the members had seen the quarters 
offered them, and they did not know 
yesterday whether or not they would be 
used for the remainder of their stay. 
Nor would they venture an opinion as 
to the duration of their visit. 

Emphasis was laid by all of the com- 
missioners in their talks with American 
bankers on the fact that if the proposed 
loan succeeds, gthe money to be raised 


will be spent to the last penny. in. the 
United States in paying for wheat, cot- 
ton, meat, and other commodity ship- 
ments, as well as munitions of war. En 
the opinion of the commission that 
should classify it as a commercial loan. 


James_ J. Hill Urges Loan. 
James J. Hill had this to say of the 
negotiations before he visited. the com- 
mission: 





‘‘The maintenance of a stable rate of 
foreign excnange, which can be done only 
by the establishment in this country of a 
very large credit account. for Great 
Britain, to be drawn against for the 
purchase of foodstuffs, is of far more 
importance to the United States than to 
England. It is not too much to say 
that on this. the prosperity of the 
American farmer depends. 

**It is most essential to the prosperity 
of our people that our wheat should 
get to market and find a purchaser. 
And if the sale of our wheat does not 
go forward steadily to the purchaser 
the latter will certainly turn elsewhere; 
especially if a more favorable. rate of 
exchange gives him a greater advantage 
in another market than ours. 

‘“‘ A foreign trade of the magnitude of 
this cannot possibly be conducted ~by 
means of the export of gold by the pur- 
chaser. A dollar of, gold sent here pays 
for a dollar’s worth of commodities. It 
leaves, the situation worse rather than 
better. We do not need the gold, which 
might, if it continued to come in such 
quantities, demoralize rather than ben- 
efit our system of currency and credit.. 
Transactions of this size, in war as well 
as in peace, must be carried.on through 
the organigation of international credit.”’

Ten Americans, in a Half-Hour 
Fight, Rout Three Times 
, Their Number. 


FIVE MEXICANS ARRESTED 


Attackers, Apparently Residents of 
Texas, Carried Off Two Wounded 
—Troops Held Ready to Act. 


BROWNSVILLE, ‘Texas, Sept. 13.— 
Two American soldiers lost their lives in 
a carefully planned attack by Mexicans 


-| early today on a camp of patrol of the 


Third Cavalry, near Santa Maria, Texas. 
As a result American troops in the lower 
Rio Grande Valley were held in readi- 
ness for instant action tonight. 

Private Anthony Kratt of Detroit. was 
shot through the head and died before 
the fight was over, and Trumpeter 
Harold T. Forney of Watertown, N. Y., 
was shot through the abdomen and died 


several hours later. . Sergeant James. J. 
Walsh was slightly wounded, 
Although surprised and surrounded, 
e ten troopers of Troop A, Twelfth 
nited States Cavalry, under Sergeant 
Walsh, made a spectacular defense and 
stood off and forced to retire three times 
their number of assailants. : 
The camp of the American soldiers 
where the tig t took piace was loca 
in a grove of-ebony trees surrounding 
a shed in a ranch corral. The men 
slept in the shed, and when the first 
to awake at dawn went outside to start 
the camp-fire, he saw a man on top of 
a straw-stack 100 yards away and five 
others on the ground near by. e 
shouted a warning to Sergeant Walsh, 
who aroused the remainder of his com- 
mand just as the Mexicans near the 
straw-stack opened fire. 


Fight Lasted Half an Hour. 


At this signal four other parties of 
Mexicans who had taken shelter on all 
sides of the American camp also opened 
fire. Taking what shelter they could, 
the American troops replied briskly, 
and after thirty minutes’ fighting their 
accurate aim made the Mexican shel- 
ters too hot-for the occupants, and they 
withdrew, ca ng two wounded men 
with them. 

A search later showea where the ma- 
jority of the attacking party had 
crawled through the cotton patches to 
the shelter of thick brush some distance 
from the corral. They were traced from 
the brush along the river road to a 
point near a large ranch above the 
scene of battle, where they apparently 
separated. It is: believed others of the 
band retreated toward the river.

Five Mexicans Arrested. 


Five Mexicans living at the ranch 

house near the scene of the fight were 
arrested and taken to San Benito. One 
of them, who a few days ago is alleged 
to have threatened an American officer 
that he would kill one of the latter’s 
men today, walked through the zone of 
fire to cafry a bucket of water to K 
before the latter died. Army officers 
are undecided whether or not this was a 
plan to avert suspicion. 
. In response to Colonel Blocksom’s re- 
quest that he arrest Luis dq la Rosa 
and Aniceto Pizano. said to be in 
Natamoros, General E. P. Nafarrate, 
Carranza comMander at Matamoros, 
said that he was searching for the men. 
General Nafarrate today ordered Lieut. 
Col. Vasquez of his force to report on 
the actions of his men at avazos

-tween Mexicans and Americans a week 
ago. 

State peace officers who searched the 
American houses in the vicinity of to- 
day’s fight collected two wagonloads of 
arms, but it is said that they found 
nothing to connect any American with 
the fight.

FOOD FOR MEXICO CITY. 


Large Shipment Started Yesterday 
from Vera Cruz.

CARRANZA’S CORRECTNESS. 


He Assures Washington His Soldiers

That the Carranza Government is in 
no wise concerned with the troubles 
along the Rio Grande and at other 


points on the international boundary, 
and that Constitutionalist commanders 
on the border have strictly adhered to 
orders not to do anything that would 
increase the tension between the United 
States and Mexico, is the gist of a 
statement cabled to the State Depart- 
ment by the Vera Cruz Government 
within the last few days. 

The cablegram to the Consulate Gen- 
eral here, as translated, reads: 

The Washington Government has 
been officially notified that the Con- 
stitutionalist forces have nothing 
whatever to do with the troubles on 
the border. None of their troops have 
crossed the border. All the Con- 
stitutionalist commanders along the 
border have been instructed ,to pro- 
tect the line and to prevent e@ rov- 
ing bands from crossing the United 
States line. 

The State Department has also been 
notified that Francis, the newspaper 
correspondent charged with false and 
malicious libel, has been discharged 
from custody with the understanding 
that he would leave the country. He 
was given the necessary assistance by 
Special Representative Siliman.

Each, Though Only Thirty. Feet 
Across Wings, Carries Two Men— 
18 Zeppelins Already Destroyed? 





In its efforts to protect London from 
Zeppelin attacks the British Govern- 
ment has given practically unlimited 
orders for aeropianes in this country, 
which have resulted in the development 
of a number of new machines of great 
Speed and power, the latest of which, a 
tiny scout, had its first unofficial test 
yesterday morning at the flying field in 
Buffalos 

This scout is only thirty feet across 
the wings, and is driven by a Curtiss 
160 horse power motor of the latest 
type. It carries two men, and will be 
used for Zeppelin chasing as well as 
scouting. Practically the only fixed re- 
quirement demanded by -the British 
Government is that these scouts make 
at least 100 milés an hour. The one 
tested yesterday did a little better than 
105 miles. 

They are planned to carry enough fuel 
for at least a six-hour. flight, and this 
will give them a radius of more than 
300 miles. That is, they will be able to 
raid many German ports and towns 
from a base in England and return with 
ease. Their small size and great speed 
will make ‘them. practically impossible 
to hit, and it is expected that the anti- 
aircraft guus will be useless against 
them. 3 

An officer of the British Aviation 
Corps explained in detail the uses of 
these small scouts yesterday to a re- 
porter of THE NEW YoRK. TIMES, and 
also made the statement that eighteen 
Zeppelins had been destroyed since the 
first of the year, 


““We know that not fewer than eight- 
een Zeppelins have been accounted for 
by our flying squadrons and anti-air- 
ship guns,” he said, ‘‘ but this informa- 
tion has never been given out, owing 
to the rigid censorship, and will never 
be given out officially until after the 
war. 

‘Two of the Zeppelins that raided 
London last Wednesday night, we have 
heard, never got back to their base, but 
were brought down before they reached 
the Channel. As we estimate it the 
Germans have lost an aviator for every 

erson they have killed in their raids. 

ith eighteen Zeppelins destroyed 
that means they have lost not fewer 
than 500 men. Further, the men the 
Germans lose are trained operators and 
constitute as serious a loss as the Zep- 
pelins themselves. 

‘“People in the United States do not 
fully understand the Zeppelt@» raid 
problem.

SCHWAB CAFE MUST MOVE 





Brevoort House to Continue to be an 
Oasis for Bohemians of Wash- 
ington Square Quarter. 





A policy of gradually eliminating all 
liquor selling on the property owned by 
the Sailors’ Snug Harbor has been 
adopted by the trustees of that organiza~- 
tion. This action was taken a short 
time ago, but the fact only became gen- 
erally known yesterday in the announce- 
ment that Schwab Brothers, who had 
conducted a restaurant and café for six- 
teen years at 747 Broadway, just below 
Eighth Street, had been obliged to seek 
new quarters because the agents of the 
property declined to renew the lease if 
liquor were to be sold. The Schwab 
Café will move to 732 Broadway, on the 
east side, below Astor Place. 

The Schwabs are the only tenants, it 
was explained yesterday, whose lease is 
directly affected by the action against 
liquor selling. ‘Many large parcels of the 
Snug Harbor holdings are held by 
various tenants under long term ground 
leases, who have improved the prop- 
erty by erecting their own buildings. In 
these cases, where liquor may be sold, 
no change will be made until the ground 
leases expire and the present tenants de- 
sire to relinquish them, ‘for in the ma-- 
jority of such cases the tenants have 
renewal privileges. 

The largest vanes owned by the Snug 
Harbor where liquor is sold the Bre- 
voort House, on the northeast corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Eighth Street, but 
this is under a long term ground lease, 
and as long as the present tenants wish 
to continue that hotel, the café, which 
has long been the rendezvous of artists 
and writers in the Washington Square 
section, will be continued.

WATSON AND MAYOR 


A Menace to Public Safety, At- 
lanta Preacher Says, Dis- 
cussing Frank Case. 


|DEPLORES THE MOB SPIRIT 


Declares Slaton Discharged a Public 
Duty and Opposes Efforts to 
*% Stop Lynching Discussion. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 13.—Tom Wat- 
son, editor of the Jeffersonian, and 
‘Mayor J. G. Woodward-of Atlanta 
are denounced as a. menace to public 
safety for their attitude in the Frank 
case by Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. 
Luke’s Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
a formal statement which he issued to- 
‘day. Dr. Wilmer deprecates the at- 
tempt to stop discussion of the lynching 
of Frank, saying that the proposal is 
but continued surrender to the mob 
spirit. He also urges all law-abiding 
Georgians to rally to the support of 
T. W. Loyless, editor of The Augusta 
Chronicle, and Judge S. B. Adams of 
Savangah, who recently called on Geor- 
gians to repudiate Tom Watson. Dr. 
Wilmer says in his statement: 

“A man may be sincere in taking 
bichloride of mercury for quinine, but 
it will kill him all the same. No doubt 
there are people in Georgia today who 
are perfectly sincere in thinking that 
a great wrong was done when Governor 
Slaton commuted the Frank sentence, 


| and, that their method of avenging that 


alleged wrong by assassination was 


‘| right, they may be sincere. That doesn’t 
| make them right. They are worshipping 


false gods. 

“That is the pity and shame of it; 
all this defense of the mob, the attempt 
to baptize assassination and lawlessness 
with a religious sanction. It is the wor- 
ship of e devil. It is difficult to 
ceive of blasphemy going further. We 
are told that ‘the voice of the people is 
the voice of God.’ 

‘“‘ What people? Everybody is elimi- 
nated that doesn’t live in Georgia, the 
whole United States outside of Georgia, 
in fact the people of the world, may 
stand aghast at the horrible condition. 

“The simple truth is the voice of the 
civilized world is not the voice of God. 
We monopolize all the virtue and all 
the intelligence of the world. Does a 
man who takes that position deserve 
any place outside a lunatic asylum? But 
not.even all the people in Georgia are 
included. Only that handful who com- 
mitted the deed and their sympathizers. 
The rest of us don’t count. : 


Supposes Tables Turned. 


“It is strange that those who take 
this position don’t stop to think of turn- 
ing the thing around the other way. 
Suppose those of us who believe in law 
and order should try lynching ourselves. 
There is not the slightest danger in 
such a supposition, just because we ‘o 
believe in law and order, so suppose 
some people should say to the Mayor of 
Atlanta and to the editor of The Jef- 
fersonian that we regard you as a 
menace to the public safety, which they 
certainly are, and we will give you a 
dose of your own medicine. } What 
would they think of the voice of the 
people being the voice of God? 

“The simple truth is the voice of the

Will you ask how to tell when the-voice 
of the people is the voice of God, and 
when it isn’t? It ought not to be dif-

‘Neither Mrs. Frank nor Frank’s 
parents, nor any member of the family 
has consented to the exhibition of the 
pictures. On the contrary, they are op- 
posed to the pictures, irrespective of 
whether or not they truthfully or falsely 
represent the actual occurrences... In 
another -way the members of Frank’s 
family intend to demonstrate that he 
was innocent of the crime for which he 
suffered.”’

Fennimore, Henchman of Fo- 
ley’s Rival, Tells Why Lead- 
er’s Follower Was Killed. 


SLEUTHS SEEK NOTED BOSS 


Police Say. He ‘Inspired Crime in 
' Which Four Other Men Have 
Just Been Arrested. 


Frank Fennimore, friend and political 
associate of Michael A. Rofrano, polit- 
ical foe of Thomas F. Foley, Tammany 
leader of the Second Assembly District, 
confessed yesterday, He told how and 
why Mike Gaimari, Foley’s lieutenant, 
‘had been shot down in the street. He 
told how: Gaetano Montimagno had been 
influenced to handle the weapon. He 
told of the planning and the plotting 


and plotting that aspired not only to 
make murder possible, but to make es- 
cape for the slayer sure. 

And when he had finished Detectives 
Wood and Shepard hurried out of Police 
Headquarters to arrest and charge with 
murder a man whose name has figured 
in every annal of the case, who has 
been mentioned before as a prominent 
influence, and who has testified even 
himself at the trial of one of the men 
who are now called his agents and tools. 

The detectives. started on their search 


in the afternoon. Late last night they 
had not yet found the man, who is 
known practically to every man, woman, 
and child in the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict. He was not at his home. He was 
not at the political club with which his 
fortunes have been closely identified 
since, in the opinion of all Tam- 
many men, he ‘turned traitor to the 
organization ’’ and launched himself as 
an independent power. 


Expect Ringleader’s Arrest Soon. 

At Police Headquarters and at District 
Attorney. Perkins’s office it was saia 
that the arrest of this man was ex- 


pected within twenty-four hours; at 
there was no escape for him. An,‘) it 
was .promised, when once he was in 
custody, that there would be told for tne 
first time the whole story, an inside 
history of the politics of the Second, of 
how and why Gaimari died: 

As a result of what Fennimore told— 
this is still a secret among District At- 
torney Perkins and such police officials 
as he was compelled to take into his 
confidence—four men were arrested late 
yesterday afternoon and last evening, 
until there remains now only the leader, 
the man who conceived and directed the 
murder, still at liberty. . 

These four were Joseph Brondini, an 
importer of 5,612 Fourteenth Avenue, 
Bath Beach; Roberto Leggiardo, whu 
says he is a laborer living at 69 James 
Street; Thomasso Porcaro, a _ broker, 
with offices at 11 Broadway and a home 
at 112 West Forty-eighth Street, and 
Louis De Mar, a clerk of 78 West 
Highty-third Street. 

All have appeared at the trials grow- 
ing out of Gaimari’s death; the trial 
that gent Gaetano Montimagno to the 
death* house in Sing Sing and Rocco 
Carnivale to a nearby Gell, there to re- 
main from wenty, ears to the end of 
his life. All testified in favor of the 
prisoners.

Naturalization Work Three Nights 
; a-Week Begins Tonight. 

The League of Foreign-Born Citizens, 
through whose efforts applicants for 
citizenship can obtain first, papers on 
Monday and Tuesday evenings at the 
County Court House and on Thursday 
evenings in the Post Office Building, 
‘was organized in December, 
Nathaniel Phillips, its President, ‘‘ tu 
make good citizens,"’ to ‘‘ interest itself 
in. public. questions,’’ and to ‘“ maintain 
a civic and social centre in its club- 
house, 82 Second Avenue.’”’ The league 


now has 1,200 members. Its new natu- 
ralization arrangement goes into effect 


ng. j 

Prior to the formation of the league 
there had existed many or izations 
to facilitate the entrance of immigraftis 
into this: country and to make easy for 
them their first days. There the work, 
ceased and there the league was found- 
ed to take it up. It is non-racial and 
non-sectarian. 

Classes are maintained to Instruct the 
immigrant in preparing citizenship pa- 
pers, and the league is planning for the 
time when its diploma may be accepted 
by the courts in lieu of the usual ex- 
amination. Free civil service classes are 
held, and the ieague tries to arouse the 
interest_of its members in civic quec- 
tions. It assisted in opposing the lt- 
eracy test and other features of ‘the 

roposed Immigration bill. It assisted 

n ieee 3 the State law so that non- 
citizens might be employed on public 
work. It helped fight the move to cur- 
tail the free public‘lecture system, aided 
in obtaining free floating baths last 
Summer, and arranged for wider priv- 
ileges for peddlers in. the two weeks 
preceding the Passover and Tabernacle 
holidays. 

The league gives a course of public 
lectures by the heads of the City Gov- 
ernment on the work in their respective 
Soper ruments, and has arranged severai 
fp lic meetings.

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DANGEROUS MISTAKES. 

As the German note in respect to 
the unsuccessful attack upon the Or- 
duna on July 9 is summarized in 
Washington dispatches, it is hard to 
understand its meaning, unless it 
means that German submarine offi- 
‘@ers are carrying on the war under the 
orders of von TrIRPITz and in defiance 
ef the orders of their Government; it 
is still harder to reconcile this com- 
munication with the Arabic note. The 
Orduna, a Cunard liner, was for some 
time shelled by the submatine after 
a torpedo discharged against her had 
missed mark. We are now told, 
first, that the submarine commander 
violated his instructions, which were 
that he should not attack any liner, 
and,” second, that because of thick 
weather he was not able to make out 
the character and nationality of the 
Orduna. Are we to understand that 

‘4n spite of orders not to attack any 
liner German submarine commanders 
nevertheless are so fired with the 
spirit of carnage, death, and destruc- 
tion that they are capable of attack- 
ing any ship that comes in sight with- 
out waiting to determine whether she 
flies a belligerent or neutral flag, 
and whether she carries passengers— 
and the Orduna did»carry passengers, 
of whom twenty-two were Americans 
—or is a freight carrier? We have a 
lengthening list of the “‘ mistakes "’ of 
German submarine commanders. The 
German Government-has told us that 

‘ the American ship Gulflight-was at- 
tacked under a misapprehension. .The 
attack by a torpedo upon the Nebras- 
kan, another ° jeHican ship, we were 

_ told, was “ not Tagan for the Amer- 
ican flag,” that it “is to be. consid- 
ered. an unfortunate accident.” - In 
both these cases the German Govern- 
ment expressed its regret and.de- 
clared its readiness to make compen- 
gation. But in another case, the very 
important case of the Arabic, the 
hypothesis of a mistake is again set 
up. _The submarine commander was 
forbidden by his instructions “to at- 
“tack the Arabic without warning 
“and without saving the lives unless 
“the ship attempted to escape ‘or 
« offered resistance,” but the German 
Government excuses its naval officer 
because “he was forced to conclude 
“from the attendant circumstances 
¢ that the Arabic planned a. violent 
“attack on the submarine.” In this 
country we have been convinced by 
abundant and perfectly credible testi- 
mony that no attack was planned, for 
the very good reason that neither the 
commander of the Arabic nor any 
person on board the ship ever saw the 
submarine. It is again very hard to 
understand how this .“‘ mistake ” could 
have been made unless the submarine 
commander, seeing, a victim. within 
easy reach and disobeying the orders 
of his Government, let fly his tor- 
pedo. In this case the German Gov- 
ernment acknowledges no obligation 
to grant an indemnity “even if the 
“commander should have been miis- 

. “taken as to the aggressive inten- 
“tions of the Arabic.” 

Our Government cannot conceal its 
anxiety, our people cannot conceal 
from themselves the gravity of the 

\ situation created by. this long series 
of -‘ mistakes,” by these acts done in 
: disregard of our protests. that they 
were violative of our rights, of inter- 
national law, of the rules of marine 
warfare, and of the principles of 
justice and humanity. | The situation 
is grave because after five months of 
correspondence with the Berlin Gov- 
ernment, after an exchange of notes 
4n which with increasing seriousness 
and firmness of language we have 
remonstrated against the lawless and 
murderous acts committed by sub- 
marine commanders, culminating in 
our declaration of July 21 that repeti- 
tion of such acts in contravention of 
our rights must be regarded, when 
they affect American citizens, “as 
- deliberately unfriendly,” we are still 
without any definite and dependable 
gesurance from Germany that Amer- 
ican cifizens may exercise their law- 
ful-right of sailing the seas without

Obviously, 
the purpoge sought in all these notes 
we haye written has not been accom- 
‘plished. The lives of Americans at 
sea are still in peril, they are still 
without protection in the exercise of 
their rights. Our people live in the 
dreadful expectation that any day 
may bring them news of the destruc- 
tion of another liner, of the loss of 
other American lives. In his deep 
concern the President of the United 
States, while “praying that the skies 
may clear,” in which it ts-plain that 
he refers to the black clouds of war in 
Europe, declares that he cannot leave 
his post to deliver an address in Vir- 
ginia because “it is impossible to 
“predict any part of the course of 
“affgirs.” The course of affairs in 
respect. to German warfare against 
vessels carrying American passengers 
does indeed defy prediction, We are 
hopeful, all Americans hope that a 
peaceful and satisfactory end of the 
controversy may come, but they lack 
the needed reassurance from = Ger- 
many. We are actually at a loss to 
know whether she intends’ to show 
deliberate unfriendlinegs, oy whether 
she shares the desire of the American 
people and the American Government 
for a continuance of amicable rela- 
tions. ‘If the German Ambassador 
here could make plain to his Govern- 
ment: our gravé anxiety and our in- 
ability to reconcile the language of 
the German Chancellor with the acts 
of German submarine commanders, it 
would seem that some declaration of 
policy and intention much more satis- 
factory. than any yet received would 
be promptly forthcoming.

UNIONIZED TEACHERS. 

Mr. SamueL GompmRs, President of 
the American Federation of: Labor, 
warmly invites the. teachers of the 
United States to form themselves into 
unions: His zeal in the matter is 
natural: .The public interest is di- 
rectly opposed to the proposed or- 
ganization. Through Mr. GompPrrs’s 
fine words the absolute selfishness of 
the plan shows only too clearly: 

Teachers must organize. The school 
system belongs to the people and must 
be adapted. to their needs. “If the 
teachers organize to occupy the place 
in that system that is theirs by right 
of service, they will infuse into it the 
spirit and practice of democracy.

Only the other day ‘Mr. GoMPERS 
telegraphed he was going to Chi- 
cago to address a protest meeting 
“ against the wanton, and I might say 
“ prutal, action of the Chicago School 
“Board in attempting to crush the 
“independence and the right of or- 

“ ganization of the school teachers.” 
The Board of Education had found it 
necessary to make a rule punishing 
with fine, suspension,. or dismissal 
any teacher who belongs to the 
Teachers’ Federation or any other 
association which employs “ business 
agents” or other officers not belong- 
ing to the teaching: force. This 
Teachers’ Federation is a very able 
and powerful concern, Organized in 
1897 to defend the teachers’ pension 
law, then much opposed in the. Leg- 
islature, “to obtain for teachers’ all 
“the rights and benefits to which 
“they are entitled,” and so.on, sup- 
ported by contributions of some thou- 
sands of teachers, it kept: lobbies at 
the State Capitol and in the City 
Hall. In 1898 it got salaries put up, 
but in 1900 they were put down. This 
insubordination of the authorities 
roused to her full strength that re- 
markable personality, Miss MARGARET 
Hauey, known in Mayor Dunn#’s.ad- 
ministration as. “the lady assistant 
Mayor” and “the whole federation.” 

This lady, still the ‘“ business rep- 
resentative” of the federation, with 
her female assistants on the board, 
virtually ran the schools. She forced 
out the Superintendent. In 1907, 
when there was’ question of giving 
her a pension’ of $4,000 a year, it 
appeared that for seven years:she had 
bad $1,200 a year from the federation 
besides her salary as a teacher. It 
was asserted, a ‘“‘ campaign lie” per- 
haps, that she and her helpers had 
forced the federation teachers to 
“chip in” for the benefit of the 
Dunne campaign fund. At any rate, 
there is scarcely a cleverer politician, 
or shrewder manager of men and pol- 
iticians, even in Chicago. 

In 1903, and again in 1909, Miss 
HaLey and her federation defeated 
bills in the Legislature for the sys- 
tematization of school methods, in 
the former year a measure supported 
by the Board of Education. {Jn 
Evita Face 
Youne and divers women’s ‘clubs 


“hetped Miss , Bape: at. Springfield. 


acastastiaiment of Schools. In the 
course of a year, according to an 
account in The Evening Sun, “ there 
“was an increase of 5 per cent. in 
“the per capita cost of educating 
“children based on the. salaries of 
“teachers. Since that time there has 
“been constant agitation for another 
“increase in salaries. The last was 
“two years ago.” . Of- course, Mrs. 
Younc is now activesin behalf of the 
oppressed federation. 

The Vice President of the Board ot 
Education says that ‘“‘ the school sys- 
‘“‘tem of Chicago is in the grip. of 
“MARGARET HALEy, business agent 
“of the federation.” When the Board 
of Education, seeing .a deficit, sought 
to reduce salaries the federation beat 
it,. got the Legislature to provide that 
existing salaries should: be continued 
by means of borrowed money. This 
official declares that the teachers are 
afraid of the federation, that it is “an 
assassin of reputation,” that “it turns 
“the minds of the teachers from their 
“work and makes them’ pgliticians.” 
It is charged that’ the federation in 
its “literature” takes the ground 
that only federationists can look for 
better pay or place. . A member of 
the Board of Education is quoted as 
saying that “there are hundreds of 
“cases where teachers actually have 
“been driven out of the public.schools 
“for their opposition to the federa- 
‘*‘ tion.” 

More salary, more salary, more sal- 
ary! The schools run by a secret so- 
ciety through a walking delegate, 
their object forgotten; teachers in 
politics, other teachers terrorized; ex- 
travagant and demoralized education, 
mental loss to the pupils, bigger bills 
for the poor devil of a taxpayer: That 
is “the spirit and practice of democ- 
‘racy” to. be -expected: of unionized 
teachers. Will the strike and boycott 
be added? 


ADVOCATING NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

Mr. THEODORE E. BuRTon of Ohio 
has deciphered enough of the writing 
‘on the wall to change his mind about 
the value of military preparedness to 
a peace-loving republic. “No man,” 
Mr. Burton says, “ should be deterred 
“by any opinion on national defense 
“ held before this war fell‘on the world. 
“All conditions Jhave changed and 
“will continue to change. A new. con- 
™ dition confronts us.”- The world may, 
not be turned info an armed camp, as 
Mr. Burton fears, and it is not likely 
that we are on the eve of a return 


of absolute monarchies. But he does|: 


well to counsél his compatriots to cease 
dwelling in a fool’s paradise. The 
people of the United States have their 
mission to fulfill in the world, and they 
must be prepared to defend them- 
selves. The voice of Mr. Buffon, 





‘raised in behalf of national defense, 


will be widely heard. The country 


needs ‘all ‘the. wise counselors it. can 
command in this hour. To prepare 
an adequate defense on: land and sea 
is the’ one duty of the hour which 


overshadows all others. 


: Of course, Mr. BURTON | has not 
really changed at, all. He has always 


been a patriotic American, and there. 


is no man who has the welfare of the 
country ‘at heart who does not now 
realize the necessity for building up 
our navy and: putting-our land forces 
in a better condition. We have all 
been deluded in the past by a false 
idea of security. All but very few. of 
us see now that the security was .pure- 
ly imaginary. Any reasonable man 
has only to think about the matter to 
give his support to the new ‘plans for 
strengthening our national defense. 


THE ONLY SAFE COURSE. 

Recognition of CARRANZA, unless 
backed up by an American’ military 
demonstration, would be futile. The 
former Governor of Coahuila is not 
strong enough to establish a per- 
manent Government unaided. He is 
not sure enough of his forces. It is 
true that the program of reconstruc- 
tion he claims to have in view, as it 
is ably and adroitly set forth by his 
counsel, Mr.| Doucias, is attractive. 


But the reforms it foreshadows are’ 


those all the revolutionists have been 
fighting for. They are not peculiar 
to the Carranzistas. If CARRANZa’s 
belated invitation to the Pan-Ameri- 
can mediators to confer with him and 
his representatives is accepted” and 
the recognition of CARRANZzA is there- 
after recommended to the’ Washing- 
ton Government, the recommendation 
must be accepted or we shall find our- 
selves at odds with the South, Ameri- 
can republics. The guerrilla warfare 
of Viniua and ZAPATA would go on and 
the situation might, be worse than it 
is at present. It would be wiser and 
safer to adhere to the letter of the 
Pan-American note and refuse to con- 
fer with the obstinate Constitutional- 
ist Chief unless he accepts its terms 
and joins the other revolutionists.

The firmness shown by the Ambassa- 
dors of Argentina, Brazil, and Chile at 
Niagara Falls indicates that they at 
least are not easily. to be beguiled by:

My Dear Sir: 

‘Especially for the purpose of presenting to 
each member of the United States Senate the 
exact situation as at present exists in Haiti, 
I have just arrived from Port au Prince. 
I’ have felt it my duty to: come, because I 
have passed many years of my life in trying, 
through the columns of my daily paper, Le 
Nouvelliste, published in Port au Prince, to 
fight for the noble ideas of Pan-American, 
with which spirit I was imbued when I was 
in your country studyin; American journalism 
in the office of The Brooklyn Daily Hagle. 

For six years I have done everything with- 
in my power to persuade my countrymen 
that it was for their own interests that Haiti 
should proceed hand in hand with the United 
States. I was confident that, of all na- 
tions, the United States stood supreme as a 
respecter of nations’ rights. It is for that 
reason that, now that the crucial moment has 
arrived, I have come here to plead that the 
agreement between our two Governments be 
made on a solid basis—that there will be 
no trouble in the future—so that both Gov- 
ernments will never be haunted with regret. 
Because of what I know of the sentiments of 
the Haitian people, I beg leave to present 
what the: people of Haiti. will accept—in 
other words,’ what Haiti can give and the 
very least that she’can ask of the Unjted 
States. 

The convention which the United States 
has presented to Haiti, and which has been 
published in all the Haitian newspapers, is 
very dignified. and fair, ,but if pgrt of the 
convention could be changed in form only, 
in'order not to hurt. Haitian feeling and 
sensitiveness, and not bruise national dig- 
nity, would it not be to the advantage of 
everybody that that be done? 

It is the intention of the President of 
the United States to appoint a receiver 
general who, with other American officials, 
will have charge of all Haitian custom 
houses. It. must be remembered and taken 
into consideration that Haiti has never at 
any time whatsoever defaulted in the’ pay- 
ment of any debts she has contracted; this, 
of -course,- can easily be proven. The daily 
presence of an American official in the cus- 
tom house would be the. occasion of ill- 
feeling and would breed all kinds of trouble, 
That must be prevented, and what Haiti 
has to suggest in this respect I hardly think 
will be denied or refused by the United 
States. 

You also suggest the appointment of a 
financial adviser who, as proposed, will have

How: One Plattsburg Man Regards ’ 


- the Spirit of Our State Militia, 


To the Battor of The Nes York Times: 
, Many militiamen ha 
tone if the men,who went to the Platts- 


do not join the National Guard. I attended 
the Plattsburg camp. I never had any pre- 
vious military training. I came home in- 
tensely patriotic and enthusiastic over the 
so-called experiment. By my unconscious 
enthusiasm I have inspired some ten or 
twelve of my acquaintances, all of whom ex- 
press enthusiastic desire to attend the camp 
next year, and yet I am only one of the 
thirteen hundred or more men who attended, 
and an inconspicuous one at that. _ 

‘What is the cause of all this enthusiasm 
which apparently has swept over nearly all 
of the men who attended the Plattsburg 
camp? Why this general cold attitude to- 
ward’ the National Guard of this State? Per- 
sonally, I believe the National Guard should’ 
‘serve & purpose, but that except for the fact 
that it is an organized military body it lacks 
what we were taught in Plattsburg, the most 
essential of an efficient soldier, ‘‘ morale.” 

‘*Morale’’ cannot exist. where social ac- 
tivities are the primary inducements and 
military the secondary; where ability and 
patriotism are subordinated to social stand- 
ing or. good looks. It is well enough for- the 
National Guard officers to come out in publio 
and say: ‘“‘Why not join the National’ 
Guard? ’’ and then when you try to join the 
National Guard, moved to a greater. extent 
by patriotic reason, even before you are 
subject to any physical examination in the 
so-called social elect Seventh Regiment, the 
members of the company into which you. 
are proposed must first vote upon you to 
see whether you comply with their social 
requirements, which I can positively state 
are not: educational but social, racial, and 
religious. I challenge the officers of the 
Seventh Regiment to state publicly that there: 
are not certain unwritten rules of the Sev- 
enth Regiment, which are possibly only de- 
viated from on certain isolated occasions, to 
bar men who meet every requirement, both 
physical and mental, possess loftiness of 
character and patriotism in ideas, but who 
were born of a different race or .feligion. 
Does it not seem strange that an organiza 
tion supported by. the people’s money should 
be thus allowed to act in direct violation 
of the Constitution and the principles of the 
Government of these ‘United States?

_ Why join the National Guard? .In some 
regiments there is an immense breach in the 
social standing between the officers and pri- 
vates, and certainly a man doesn’t have to. 
join. an organization to be continually im- 
pressed with his inferiority. In some cases, 
even if a man wanted to join they wouldn’t 
let him. Then why taunt him? To dance, 
to wear a full-dress uniform, to drink beer, 
both before and after drill, and call; that 
go0d-fellowship, and in. the end know noth- 
ing but the Manual of Arms, gnd when 
there is a call to duty, as there was not long 
ago when the Mexican situation became 
serious, to have the various members of the 
regiment begin to shudder in private and 
say, one that he has a good job and a 
mother to support, and another a family, and 
SO on, until a large number have excuses to 
stay home, are not the combinations and 
qualities calculated to influence a genuine 
red-blooded American. 

Summer camps fill-the bill, Education 
and health are the only requirements; ‘favor- 
itism plays no part.

‘At’ the opening of the new school: year 
it would seem particularly appropriate to 
scrutinize our pitblic school policy with a 
view to determining whether the wisest 
course is béing pursued to secure for 
every pupil the longest school day and 
the richest educational advantages possi- 
ble within the city’s financial ability. 
The timeliness of such action is empha~ 
sized by the fact: that within the ‘next 
few: days the Board of Education will 
present to the city authorities'a depart- 
mental estimate for ‘1916 aggregati 
$44,000,000. The magnitude of this str 
‘and the. importance of the’ work for 
which it is to be expended make ‘intelli- 
gent consideration of the factors involved 
the duty of school and city officials and 
taxpayers ‘alike. 

The part-time situation in ecnkented 
school distriets has become well-nigh in- 
tolerable. _ Despite’ the many efforts at 
solution,’ it “has become increasingly. 
acute. Two years ago there were ap- 
proximately 85,000 pupils on register at- 
tending less than five hours daily. At 
the close of the last school term it -was 
stated that this number had increased to 
132,000. Unless a radical change’ in po 
icy is adopted, this number will doubtless 
be even greater during the ensuing year. 
At the same time, there has been a@ rap- 
idly growing demand for wider opportu- 
nities for work, study, and play for 
every child in the system. — 

. From a financial point of view, the at- 
tempt to solve this complex problem by 
providing a reserved seat for every child 
seems out of the question. Over a year 
ago, before conditions had become even 
as pressing as now, the Board of Super- 
intendents recommended a_ corporate 
stock expenditure of from $30,000,000 to 
$40,000,000 to provide new buijdings alone 
on this basis. This estimate, moreover, 
was simply for initial equipment. Mill- 
ions more would be required annually, in 
addition to the present large budget’ of 
$44,000,000, to maintain and operate the 
new buildings erected and to supplement 
existing opportunities. Apart from any 
question of merit regarding the type of 
education contemplated, the prospect of 
securing such vast sums under present 
financial conditions is so remote that the

-It was largely for this reason that 
many believed a commendable step for- 
ward was taken last June, when, on,the 
basis: of experiments conducted in Public 
School 45, the Bronx, and Public School 
89,, Brooklyn, the Board of Education 
adopted for twelve schools in the Bronx 
the Gary duplicate-school plan as adapt- 
ed to New York City,by Mr. Wirt.

HEALTH MEN FOR SUFFRAGE. 


American Association Wants Wo- 
men to Aid Sanitary Work. 


Ninety-eight out of 100 men, members 
of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion, assembled at Rochester last week, 
told Miss Jane Thomson of the Empire 
Stata Campaign Committee that they 
favored suffrage for. women as having 
an important bearing on the public 
health of the country. The men. were 
from different parts of the Union, from 
the Far West as well as from New York 
State. They included such men as Dr. 
William Evans, ex-Commissioner of 
Health of: Chicago, and Dr. ‘Woods 
Hutchinson. 

“The success of public-health work in 
any community is in proportion to the 
extent of interest, the women of the 
community take in it,’”’ said Dr. 
Woodward, ex- -President of the associa- 
tion, of Washington, D. C., he 
gueater the civic res onatbility. the 
greater the civic interest is bound to be.” 

Dr. . Reede, also of Washington, 
who has lived in Colorado, said; that he 
ascribed the good health inspection in 
the schools of that State to the women’s 

vote. 

‘‘No honest public health official 
would be afraid of the woman's vote,” 
said Dr. W. Rankin of Raleigh, N. C. 

Dr. Evans said the influence of women 
in Chicago had made the public health 
officials take up questions which they 
had evaded and had made the Council 
change its views as to public morals. 

H. L. K. Shaw said his chief in- 
terest was :n the reduction of infant 
mortality and that when he saw the 
splendid work done-in Australia and 
New Zealand, where the women vote, he 
wished to grant the women suffrage in 
every nation as soon as possible.

Dr. John Evans Sheppard of 130 Mon- 
takue’ Street, Brcoklyn, died yesterday 
in the Day-Kimball Hospital in Putnam, 
Conn., in his fifty-seventh year.

G. P. Forster of Shanghai Saye. 
* Tariff and Panama Canal Are Big 
Factors’in Growlng Business. 


Chinese exports of wool and hides to 
the United States have tremendously in- 
creased since the beginning of the war, 
according to G, P. Forster of Shanghai, 
member of oné of the biggest tradiny | W 
housés in the Far East, who arrived at 
the Wolcott yesterday. Mr. Forster 
came from Shanghai by way of the

able boom in' its export trade since the 
beginning: of the wat, especially. in wool 
and hides,” said Mr. Forster. ‘‘ The 
hides come ‘here ‘to furnish material for 
enormous boot contracts that American 
manufacturers: are filling, for the Euro- 
Most of the production of 
the two commodities mentioned comes 
to the United States—in fact, all of the 
Chinese wool ig sold. here. Naturally 
tthe removal of the tariff from wool has 
béen largely: responsible for the growth.

Dr.. Norton Regarce Rittman Proc- 
ess as a National Asset Rather 
Than Commercial. 


Dr. Thomas H. Norton, the. Govern- 
ment chemical and dyestuff investiga- 
tor, said yesterday at his offices in the 
Custom House that the Federal Burgau 
of Forestry would give a demonstration 
of the results of its experiments in de- 
veloping osage yellow or orange, 4 new 
natural color; at the Chemical Exposi- 
tion to be held next week in the Grand 
Central Palace. The. burean’s exhibit 
arrived here yesterday from the Gov- 
ernment laboratory at Madison, Wis., 
with bureau experts in ,charge. : : 
Dr. Norton said the experiments had 
reached a stage where manufacturers 
of dyestuffs in this country could go 
ahead and experiment for -themselvesa 
with the new product. One of these 
concerns is ths Stamford Manufacturing 
Company, which already is trying out 
the yellow. Dr. Norton said that it was 
veHeved osage yellow could be used 
with success on cotton, silk and wool 
fabrics, as 3 substitute for fustic. 
“The osage tree grows in great pro- 
fusion in Texas, along the Mississippi 
Valley, and in other sections of the 
United States, and has been regarded os 
absolutely worthless up. to the time the 
Bureau of: Forestry took up the trea as 
a possible source for a yellow dyestuft,” 
he said, ‘‘ The Evropean war has sent 
the price of fustic soaring, while diffi- 


here from Mexico and Jamaica, the 
principal sources of the product. 

“This country can easily ‘ produce 
50,000 tons annually of osage material 
Aor making yellow, which.is more than 
the amount. of fustic heretofore used in 
the industries in this country. Osage 
can be produced at between 
a ton, as against $18 a ton, the price of 
fustic before the war begam Experi- 
ments so far show that the esage prod- 
uct gives a bright, permanent color, 
besides having the advantage of being 
free from a certain red powder found in 
fustic, which is &@ detriment in dyeing 
operations.”’ 
r, Nerton received the details of a 
new coke oven, used to extract explosive 
and, color intermediates. This oven for 
by-products, it was stated, increased the 
output between 5 and !0 per cent. over 
ovens now in general usc. 

In answer to questions Dr. Norton said 
that no direct comparison could be made 
as to the respective costs of production 
of the Rittman process for extrac 
benzol and tuluol from petroleum, 

the elder process from coal tar, From 
what the Government chemist said.it was 
inferred that he considered the process 
discovered by Dr. Rittman valuable as a 
national asset in case of war, or some 
other emergency, rather than as an 
available. commercial or industrial proe- 
ess.

Unbroken Trousers Sizes.

In certain quarters a fair in- 
quiry was reported for 40-inch 10 and 
10% ounce burlaps, but little, if any, of 
it developed ‘into business. —— is said 
that the accumulation of staple goods 
in the market, as a result of the retard- 
ed demand. and tne unusually heavy 
shipments of the late Spring and early 
Summer, is being reduced more rapidly 
than is generally s posed by buyers, 
but whether the goods are being cut up 
or stored away is not known. Anyway, 
there is a strong bullish feeling evident 
among sellers, who think that a marked 
upturn is due bye the next few weeks 
as a result of British Government ac- 
tivities in Calcutta and Dundee.

LOWER REDISCOUNT RATE. 


Reserve Board Takes Action to Help 
Finance the Fall Crop. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The Federal 
Reserve Board today indicated the course 
it would follow in its efforts to finance 
the various crops this Fall, when it an- 
nounced: that it had approved for the 
Philadelphia Federal Reserve Bank a re- 
discount rate of 8 per cent. on commodity 
paper. This class of paper was, defined 
in a statement issued on Sept. 8 as 
promissory notes of not more than ninety 
days’ maturity secured by warehouse 
receipts of non-perishable commodities, 
like cotton and certain grains. 

In that statement it. was explained that 

the board intended to adopt a plan whkere- 
by. the ._ borrowing ‘farmers could get 
money at a. rate not to exceed 6 per 
cent., including all commissions. It is 
Rapposed that under a rediscount rate 
of 3 per cent., the member banks of the 
Philadelphia district could lend money 
at.4°per cent., so that the cost of loans 
8 farmers would. be .considerably .under 
he 6 per cent. limit fixed by the board. 
+ An indication of the special considera- 
tion to be-given commodity paper was 
contained in the further. announcement 
this afternoon that on paper of only ten 
days’ maturity the board had approved a 
rediscount rate of 8% per cent. for the 
Cleveland Federal Reserve Bank.

’ On Aug. 1 Clarence H. Mackay, Presi- 
dent of the Postal, announced that the 
rate, which was then $10 a mile a year, 
would be.cut:in half. On Aug. 7 the 
Western Union took a similar step, re- 
ducing the press leased wire rate to 
$5 a mile a year. 

A Chicago newspaper, which has a 
leased wire to its New York office, paid 
approximately $10,000 a year for it under 
the old rate, but will have to pay under 
this new rate only $2,500 a year. The 
announcement sent out by. Mr. Adams 
yesterday was. as follows: 


Clarence H. Mackay, the President of the 
Postal Telegraph - Cable Company, an- 
nounces that the company made a sec- 
ond reduction im the leased wire fe ba .for 
the press at night, this second uction 
being one-half of the present rate. This 
second reduction now makes the night rate 
one-fourth of what it was sixty days ago. 
Mr. ‘Mackay in making the announcement 


“Our wires are idle at night, and so we 
can afford to transmit news freely and 
cheaply. We have decided to do so. The 
whole public will get the benefit. 


Whether the Western Union would 
meet this cut.could not be learned last 
night. At the Western Union offices. it 
was said that the further cut was a 
surprise, and that no hint of the inten- 
tions of officials of that company had 


been -received. 

The new cut will mean a great sav- 
ing in the telegraph bills of ‘the large 
morning papers of the United States. 
Further then that, it will in all proba- 
bility mean that many smaller. papers 
which hitherto could not afford wires 
to big news centres, will now be able'to 
install them. 

The most obvious result appears to.be 
that a great many morning newspapers 
in antler cities will now establish 
leased wires to New York and. Wash- 
ington. It will mean a reduction in the 
cost of -‘maintaining ‘The. Associated 
Press and other news services, and prob- 
ably a considerable extension of service. 

The night rate to press associations was 
formerly $12.a mile, against $10 a mile 
to individual newspapers. The Associa- 
ted Press at the beginning of this year 
leased 28,000 miles of wire at.a. cost of 

000 a year for night. use. If the 

estern Union follows the example of 
the Postal and The Associated Press 
gets full advantage of the cut, this 
would mean that the night use of the 
28,000 miles of wire would cost it here- 
after $84,000, or a saving of $252,000 over 
the rate paid before Aug. 1. 

The benefit of this cut will be reaped 
exclusively Ly morning newspapers. No 
reductions have been announced in the 
rate for day wires leased to the press. 
The present rate for day press wires is 
$20 or eight times the new rate ‘an- 
nounced by the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany for leased night press wires. 

The reason for this is that. morning 
newspapers lease the right to use at 
night. wires which have -been used dur- 
ing the day. for commercial business. 
The commercial business is heavy in the 
daytime and light at night, so that 

at night ¥, the morn- 
ing newspapers, would be idle after 6 
o’clock, unless they were so leased. 

e move on the part of the Postal 
Telegraph Company is for the purpose 
of creating new business for itself in 
a field in which the Western Union has 
predominated. The Postal Telegraph 
Company now leases 75,000 miles of 
wire. The leased mileage of the West- 
ern Union is- much larger. The Asso- 
ciated Press, for instance, leases 24,000 
miles from the Western Union and 4,000 
from the Postal. The promptness of the 
Western Union in meeting the previous 
cut is thought to mean that it will make 
an energetic fight to retain its business, 
= that it is‘ likely to lower its rate 
again.

‘| partment of Commerce, Consul Dawson, 


at Valencia, Spain, says that while the 
coal deposits in Northern Spain will, 
this year, be called on for larger ship- 
ments, the low value of the product is 
such that an. outside supply must be 
had. "Railroads and manufactories rely 
on the imported coal, and of late there 
have been large importations of Ameri- 
can gas coal for railroad use with good 
results. : : . 

The quantity required for heating pur- 
poses among the people is comparative- 
ly limited, as the climate iS not severe, 
‘and much charcoal is used. Gas heat- 
ing is, however, becoming more gen- 


sary. Before the war England had this 
trade entirely to herseif, but now Amer- 
ican coal is being imported in consider- 
able quantities. Whatever gains Amer- 
ican-eoal may\make in the Spanish 
market will, in all probability, be only 
temporary, as England takes nearly all 
the output of many industries in Spain.
